Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.

Drawings

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-3 and 46-52 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fails to teach a method of transferring an agent through the stratum corneum 
that includes, inter alia, striking said microprotrusion member with an impact force, whereby 
said microprotrusion member imparts an energy on impact with the stratum corneum in the range 
of approximately 0.05-3 joules per cm squared of said microprotrusion member in no greater 
than 10 milliseconds. 

The prior art most similar is to WO 00/09184 in view of Kheiri (USPN 6,364,889). 
However, the examiner agrees with applicant's remarks regarding how this combination of 
references fails to teach the claimed invention. Specifically, that the combination of references 
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does not teach the claimed energy on impact range as stated above. Furthermore, appUcant 
provides in their remarks that the application of an agent from the microprotrusion member with 
the claimed power density provides (i) an increased rate of delivery of the agent and (h) a more 
uniform and consistent puncture depth across the microprotrusion array. Additionally, apphcant 
states these benefits were not observed at lower power densities.
